Moved to unusual mental alertness 


by a self-administered dose of cocaine, 
from which he was about »o die. says 
she New York Press, and being awa-e 
of h!a condition, a physician walked 
into a drug store the other das', order- 
ed she clerk io prepare antidotes for 
him, which he swallowed, then gave di- 
rections as to what should be done for. 
him when he became unconscious and 
thus saved his life. The physician is 
Dr. C. C. Jolliffe. of 444 Lexington ave- 
nue. For some time past he has been 
a sufferer from rheumatism and neur- 
algia and his pain has at times been 
so great that he resorted to cocaine 
for relief. He was suffering keenly the 
other day and went into a drug store 
in upper Broadway, where he prescrib- 
ed the cocaine for himself. «e imme- 
diately felt relieved and went to visit 
a patient in Madison avenue. 
While 


leaving the patient's house he realized 
that he had taken an overdose of the 
drug. He was familiar with the symp- 
tor hurried to the drug store at Park 
avenue and 42d street. On entering 
he said to the clerk: 
"I have taken 


an overdose of cocaine which will kill 
me if you don't act promptly jn doing 
what I say and without questions." Dr 
Joll-ffo then prescribed several anil- ' 
dotes for cocaine poisoning. The clerk 
looked at the doctor, not knowing him 
in amazement, thinking he had an in- 
sane man to deal with. "Won't you 
please hurry?" pleaded the 
doctor. 


"I'm a physician. I know what I am 
talking about. You will be responsible 
for my death If you don't hurry." The 
doctor spoke calmly, but firmly and 
the clerkreonvinced, prepared the anti- 
dote which doctor 
swallowed 
\ 


newsboy came in and the doctor sent 
him for a policeman. Patrolman Glenn 
arrived, and on learning the facts call- 
eu for an ambulance from tbe Flower 
station. 
Then Dr. Jolliffe, sitting in 


a chair, said to the clerk: "I prob- 
ably shall become unconscious before 
the ambulance gets here. You tell the 
surgeon what poison I took and the 
antidotes for it which I have talcen " 
After giving instructions as to how 
he should be treated by the ambulance 
surgeon, the physician's head fell for- 
ward on his chest. 
He was uncon- 


scious, la a few moments the ambu- 
lance arrived and the man was taken 
to the hospital. He was treated ac- 
cord, ng to the instructions which he 
left with the drug clerk, a^id three 
hours after he bad taken the poison 
he walked out of the hospital in his 
normal health.

tries, 55 S-100 per cent, went for ma- 
teriols. and the remainder 74 74-100 
per cent went to the employers who 
iisposed of it as profit, rent, inter- 
est and so on. It will thus be saen 
iat since these wares must take on 
rrom one to six more, profits before 
:hey reach the consumer, profit is a 
oig" within itself. Labor receives only 
a small fraction more than one fifth of 
its product. 
Workingmen, there is 


room for investigation in the profit 
system.—T. A..
